Leaders of Sutherland and TrrCounty Pro- 


jects Confer Behind Closed Doors as Crowd 
of 300 People From Affected Districts Wait 
for Hearing at State Capitol. 


A general preliminary agreement was reached early 


Friday afternoon by the, directors of the Sutherland and Tri- 
county projects as a basis for finding a solution to the dis- 
pute over upper Platte river water rights. The proposed 
agreement was announced following a conference between 
representatives of the two projects with State Engineer Roy 
Cochran during the noon recess of the water diversion hear- 
ing at the capitol. 


The preliminary agreement pro- 
vides first, that both projects will 
withdraw all water filings and sub- 
mit new ones bearing 
identical 


dates to dispose of the issue of pri- 
ority; second, if the Tri-county pro- 
ject obtains a federal PWA loan and 
grant and there should develop a 
shortage of water, the 
available 
water would be pro rated between 
the two projects. 
Attorneys for the two- develop- 
ments were to present the proposal 
to Governor Bryan at a conference 
Friday afternoon. 


Whieurepresentatives of the Suth- 


erland and Tri-county power and 
irrigation projects stuck to their 
task of trying to work out a com- 
promise settlement on water rights, 
the upper Platte river water con- 
ference was recessed at noon Fri- 
day to reconvene later in the day. 
when it was indicated in some 
quarters, a report on the negotia- 
tions would be forthcoming and 
laid before State Engineer Boy 
Cochran. 
• 
The hearing was called on tne 
petitions filed several weeks ago by 
the Sutherland project asking can- 
cellation of prior water filings' of 
the Tri-county 
project 
on the 
grounds that they had been voided 
by failure to develop ths project 
and utilize the water and also be- 
cause their existence created an 
obstacle in the path of the Suther- 
land project, which has been given 
a federal PWA grant and loan 
of $7.500,000. 
The application 
of the 
Tri- 
county project for a $44,000,000 PWA 
loan and grant is still pending. 


300 Attend Hearing. 


Cochran called the meeting to 
order shortly after 10 o'clock in the 
house of representatives chamber, 
which was filled with approximately 
300 persons from the upper Platte 
region. But the meeting never got 
going, because attorneys and. engi- 
neers wre engagd in a series of

WASHINGTON, Jan. 12—(AP)—

rock the boat and not to have any 
more bank failures." 
He explained later he meant the 
secretary of the treasury and the 
white house by the 
expression 


"higher command'" 
Earlier, Edsel "Ford had testified 
to his father's refusal to extend 
further aid to the Guardian banks 
in the frantic hours before the 
Michigan bank holdiay last Feb- 
ruary. 


He confirmed evidence presented 
to the committee that Ford not only 
refused to give additional aid to 
the Guardian banks, but threatened 
to withdraw $25,000,000 of deposits 
in the nval Detroit Bankers group, 
if the Guardian banks were closed. 


"Wouldn't Go Earner." 


The Ford group already had 
poured millions into the banks, Fora 
said, adding they decided "we 
wouldn't go any farther." 
Leyburn testified the government 
had done all it could to save the 
Detroit banks and that criticism or 
the government's part in the situa«

Keeney, a conservative, was 
re-elected president by acclamation 
He will be serving his tenth term 
in that post. 
The conservatives scored anothe] 
victory when Harry Parmenter 01 
Yutan was defeated for re-election 
as a director Parmenter, president 
of the Nebraska Farm Holiday as- 
sociation, was elected a director of 
the national at the national con- 
vention here several months ago 
John Henthorn of Aurora, a con- 
servative, replaces Parmenter on the 
state board. 
Board Will Decide. 
Upon recommendation of the res- 


olutions committee, the convention 
left the question of Nebraska seces- 
sion from the national union to the 
discretion of President Keeney and 
the board. 
The convention passed a resolu- 
tion asking congress to authorize the 
use of postoffices as clearing houses 
for prduce checks unless bank serv- 
ice charges are 
reduced to one- 
fourth of one percent. 
Shortly after the final session 
started, John Havekost of Hoope^ 
union director and member of the 
legislature, demanded that charges 
against Kenndey be brought before 
the convention He called on B. V.

Issue 3,285 Licenses

Fee Cut From $3 to $2 


The state barber board has issued 


1934 renewal permits at $2 each to 
3,285 persons working at that trade 
in Nebraska. 
Eight barbers who 


failed to get their applications in 
before the time lir It expired De- 
cember 31 had to pay $5 each for 
reinstatements, and about 100 more 
have since been heard from who 
are subject to the same penalty for 
tardiness. 
Last year there were nearly .,500 
licensed barbers in the state, but 
some of them have died, quit 
practice, or left the state, so that 
the number now active is approxi- 
mately 3,400. 
The barber-board finds its fee 
revenue reduced about one-third 
this year as the last legislature cut 
the renewal fee from $3 to $2.

Plans Are Approved 


Taylor Asks Funds For CUsses; 


Lincoln To Get Ten 


Instructors. 


State Supt. Taylor has approved 


and sent to the state civil works 
ward applications for the employ- 
ment of 20 vocational education in- 
structors at Omaha and 3 at Kear- 
ney, to be paid at various rates not 
exceeding $50 a month out of the 
$18,500 a month specially allotted 
to Nebraska from Washington for 
emergency school aid. 
The instructor in each line will 
receive hourly .pay at the prevailing 
scale in his community for the kind 
of work in which training is given. 
Taylor expects to recommend 40 
vocational teaching jobs for the 
whole state, and of the remaining 
17 he has reserved 10 for the city 
of Lincoln. 
It was also announced that ar- 
rangements have been practically 
completed by Miss Clara Evans, 
specialist in charge of 
nursery 
school projects, to establish one 
such school at Omaha and another 
•at Nebraska City. About $1,500 a 
month will be appropriated for 
each.

Report By Matthews Abo Shows 


Fewer Compensation-Benefits 


Than In 1932. 


A large reduction in medical fees 


allowed and paid to physicians in 
compensation cases is shown for 
1933 in the annual statistics com- 
piled by Stats Labor Commissioner 
Matthews. The total under that 
heading was $151,592, compared with 
$248,915 the year before. The gen- 
eral scale of charges has been low- 
ered 15 to 30 per cent. 
Compensation benefits to injured 
workmen and to the dependents of 
those killed in pursuit of their vo- 
caticns 
were also substantially 
smaller in total last year than in 
1932. 
The 1933 total was $158,337. 
against • $276,470 in the preceding 
year. 
Part of the decrease in each In- 
stance was due to a smaller num- 
ber of injuries reported and claims 
filed—12,029 in the year just ended, 
compared with 14,081 in 1932. 


Lump sum payments were ap- 
proved in 1933 in 236 cases for a 
total of $189,604. In the year be- 
fore, 203 such payments were O. 
K'd for the gross sum. of $195,505. 
Tweve lump sum proposals were dis- 
allowed in 1933. against 8 In 1932. 
Fatal accidents last year num- 
bered 26, in 1932 there were 40 — a 
reduction of more than one-third.

MISSOURI LIQUOR 


BILL IS PASSED 


BY LEGISLATURE 


JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 11— 


(AP)—Measures legalizing and reg. 
ulatlng the sale of liquor in Mis- 
souri and providing for a tt per 
cent sales taxes were ready today 
tor the signature of Gov. Guy B. 
Park. 


The legislature completed passage 
of the bills late last night, ending 
- month's deadlock. 
Sale of liquor in the original 
package and of beer by the drink 
will be permitted anywhere in the 
state. 


In St. Louis, Kansas City, and 
seven other cities of more than 
20,000 population liquor may be sold 
by the drink under state and local 
regulations, but the bill specifically 
provides against the issuance of a 
Iclense to any place that "resem- 
bels the old saloon." 


Cities between 500 and 20,000 pop- 
ulation may determine by local op- 
tion whether to permit the sale of 
liquor by the drink. 
The sales tax bill imposes a % 


per cent levy on tangible personal 
property sold at retail and applies 
also to sales of telephone, telegraph, 
elecrtical and other public utility 
services, passenger, express and 
freight service and newspaper ad- 
vertising.

AD three members of the lower house of congress 
reversed their votes on the first major test on 


legislation requested by President Roosevelt, the 
White House would have tasted the first defeat in 
legislative matters since assuming office. 
That is 


how close the ballot was on that part of the Roose- 
velt economy program on continuing the 10 per cent 
pay cut imposed on federal employes. 
..If evidence were needed to sustain the repeatedly 
circulated statement that America's national honey- 
moon between the president and congress was over, 
it was forthcoming in this vote. There are only 114 
republican representatives in the lower house, while 
tho president's own party holds 313 seats. Every re- 
publican and every farmer-laborite cast his ballot 
against Mr. Roosevelt. They were joined by 84 dem- 
ocrats, or just a little short of a third of the total 
democratic membership in the house of representa- 
tives. 
fit would be foolish to say that Mr. Roosevelt is 
facing a crisis with congress. The president has en- 
clnmtered already far more serious challenge to his 
leadership in some of the issues coming to him for 
settlement In the interval which has elapsed since 
tie special session adjourned and the seventy-third 
c ingress got underway. The most formidable law 
\>as the uprising among a conservative wing of his 
I arty in protest on his monetary program. It was 
c leverly engineered and effectively presented, but the 
case with which the president put down that upris- 
ihg suggests he has little to fear from a loss of 
s ;rength in congress. He has shown such a capacity 
to deal with recalcitrant and rebellious groups that 
there is no lack of faith in his ability to spank the 
Ijalky members of congress, in the event it becomes 
necessary. Nor is it required or desired there should 
Be perfect accord between congress and the presi- 
dent on minor matters of detail. But on the broad 
general principles of policies, a democratic party 
must be united, and must follow its leader who de- 
irjved his commission for his program through the 
votes of the American people. 


• There are many matters of difference between the 
president and democratic congressmen, but the one 
which has projected itself more frequently in the 
news columns is on patronage. Recommendations 
dealing with appointments have been ignored, par- 
ticularly by two members of the president's cabinet, 
and as a result, there is a smouldering fire, the 
flames of which were seen for the first tyme in the 
vote taken on the first of the economy appropriation 
measures. The thought is ridiculous that enmities 
arising over questions of political patronage should 
inject themselves Into the decisions to be made on 
measures of the most vital importance to the emer- 
gency recovery program. This is no time to carry 
the fight on post offices and other jobs into the real 
work which confronts congress. 


The Nebraska delegation of five members were 


aligned in this fashion: Voting with the president— 
Congressmen Burke, Morehead, and Shallenberger; 
voting against the president—Congressmen Terry 
Carpenter; absent on roll call, Congressman Edgar 
Howard. Mr. Howard has been a hospital patient 
for weeks, off and on, so that bis failure to be pres- 
ent and to cast his ballot may be explained. Con- 
gressman Carpenter has been having his troubles in 
dispensing patronage in the district he represents. 
He took the lead In circulating a petition organizing 
a caucus -delegation to call upon the president and 
to place before him the congressional view on pat- 
ronage. His position on that question may have 
merit. But It does not justify bis vote on the econo- 
my appropriation bill. He Is back in Washington, not 
to express his own individual views of the democratic 
program, but to support the policies of tbe standard 
bearer selected by the overwhelming majority of the 
people of this state as well as other states. If he 
can not subscribe to bis party's policies on funda- 
mental matters, be should come borne and give some 
one who can an opportunity to represent the district 
properly. 


NO MARRIAGES BY CABLE.

S A matter of public policy the action of United

There otherwise she would be barred under the na-

| In the Arkansas case, neither the man nor the 
•foman was an American citizen, the former having 
$e*n here too short a time to acquire citizenship and 
the latter never having been on this side of the 
Atlantic. 
' One may sympathize with their desire to become 
United, but there is no good reason why any special 
dispensation should be made for them and not for 
others. If the door should be opened to one couple, 
fee government could not logically deny the same 
flght to any others Setting a wrong precedent In 
fiat regard would have the effect of defeating quota 
fcfrricUons which congress has impowd upon the 
^ntry of foreigners into the United States as a pro- 
tection to our own people. 
I The expedient of cable marriages to cet around 
Jpimigration provisions is by no means new or ortg- 
nal. Years a«o. the slate department encountered 
a great deal of trowble with the "pscture WOf sys- 
tem by which maJc Japanese who were then swarm- 
tog upon over Pacific coast went through a cere- 
monial of matrimony with the photographs of 


seen, but who were ready to come here as their wives 
upon the consummation of the symbolic nuptials. 


This led to a situation in California, Oregon, 


Washington, and even some of the interior states 
which impelled their legislatures, and finally the na- 
tional congress, to enact drastic legislation exclud- 
ing any more Japanese immigrants and limiting the 
rights of those already here to acquire or hold real 
estate. Nebraska found it advisable to enact such a 
statute because of the start that had been made 
toward building up one or two Japanese colonies in 
this state. 


It is better to nip such practices in the bud rather 


than to let them get started and develop into whole- 
sale abuses which menace the 
well-being of the 


country and its citizenship. 


THE END OF CHILD LABOR. 
r iS believed that few if any will be found who 


will not applaud the action of the sugar manu- 


facturers of the United states in agreeing to exclude 
child labor from the beet fields of the country. The 
new deal has banished children from the factories 
of the nation, and now the same thing is to occur 
with respect to the beet farms. It is a worthy de- 
parture upon the part of those at the head of the 
industry. 


In this modern day there is no excuse for the em- 


ployment of children. With millions of men 
and 


women seeking work, boys and girls must be left to 
the pursuit of education and entertainment, in which 
nature intended their tender years should be spent. 
Their parents, if they have any, must be paid a suf- 
ficient wage to permit this, and if they be parent- 
less, provision must be made for them through pub- 
lic or private agencies and homes must be found for 
them. Society is bound to attend to these things. 


Since the institution of the new deal, there has 


been a notable acceleration in the ratification of the 
federal child labor amendment by tbe various states, 
and it would not be surprising if it should be finally 
adopted within a year, whereas it has been slumber- 
ing for years, With little prospect of it being made 
a part of the constitution. Those who opposed it did 
so on the ground that such matters should be left to 
the individual states. But there is little talk of that 
kind heard at present, it being realized that the mat- 
ter is an economic as well as a moral one and that 
the entire nation is effected. 


It is Just a century since the epoch of reform be- 


gan in England and prior to that time the children 
of the poor, and they were legion, were treated little 
better than beasts, being compelled to work in the 
mines, climb up narrow chimneys to clean out the 
soot and perform other arduous and heartbreaking 
tasks during unthinkably long hours. In the United 
States conditions were little better and until very 
recently small boys and 
girls have been working 


themselves to death in textile factories, especially in 
the south. 


Now all of that is over, and as a fitting climax to 


the epoch of reform, the little ones are to be taken 
from the beet fields. The sugar manufacturers are 
to be commended. 


TWO NEW STATES? 
DELEGATES to congress from Puerto Rico and 


Hawaii are frankly working toward formal 


statehood for their islands, they told reporters re- 
cently. Some action in the present session will be 
sought to bring those two possessions into the union. 


Before anything is done on such vital matter, an 


Important question of policy must be settled. That 
is whether the United States is willing to eventually 
take all of its non-contiguous possessions into the 
union. In the future, chance may give us new pos- 
sessions. Are they too to become states? 


To be mutually frank with the delegates from the 


islands, it must be said that most of the residents 
nf the present 48 states do not now favor such ac- 
tion. There are many deep-rooted factors which will 
always work against sentiment for statehood to the 
islands. 


America's problems are already of almost over- 


whelming proportions with a compact, contiguous re- 
public of 48 states. Within this area, the people 
have adopted common language, custom and tradi- 
tion to bind them together. Whatever diversity of 
interest may be found, is economic. 


But, take the case of Hawaii, which is the prin- 


cipal seeker for statehood at the present time. Her 
population is widely mixed, and the whites are in the 
minority. English is only one of many languages 
spoken there. Her traditions are of queens and kings 
fo a not distant past. Should this complex group be 
made an integral part of our nation, whose great- 
est virtue is its unity? 


A more likely contender for statehood would be 


Alaska. But even this proposal arouses no enthu- 
siasm. Our guess is that the United States will not 
enlarge its state roster for generations.

What kind of a man was Aaron 


Burr? 


ANSWER. 


Burr, like his victim, Alexander 


Hamilton, lived a dramatic life, had 
orilliant abilities and a 
striking 
character. The two men were rivals 
at the bar and became bitter ene- 
mies in politics. Their mutual an- 
tagonism led them to cast prudence 
;o the winds and resort to a duel, in 
which Hamilton was killed and Burr 
jecame an outcast for the rest of 
his life. The ghost of Hamilton fol- 
lowed him to his grave and prob- 
ably he never afterward enjoyed a 
peaceful hour. 
Yet Burr was well bred, the son 


of a clergyman and the grandson on 
lis maternal side of 
America's 
greatest simon-pure intellect, Jon- 
athan Edwards. He was bom at 
Newark, N. J., in 1756, had a not- 
able career at Princeton university, 


of which his father was a president 
and graduated there with distinc- 
tion in his sixteenth year. In the 
Revolutionary war he proved him- 
self a good officer, an enterprising 
and energetic commander, a mag- 
netic and inspiring leader. 


But loyalty was not in 
Burr's 


bipod. He disliked Washington and 
criticized him severely, and Wash- 
ington 
neither 
respected 
nor 
trusted him. Petulance, temper and 
egotism marred Burr's promising 
future. After the adoption of the 
constitution he stressed the rights 
of the individual states and asserted 
they were invaded by that instru- 
ment. Although after his duel with 
Hamilton he returned to the capi- 
tol and filled out his term as vice- 
president his 
career was blasted. 
He dreamt of establishing a Mexi- 
can empire until that bubble burst 
and he was indicted as a traitor. 
The trial lasted six months and 
ended m Burr's acquittal. Afterward 
he became a wanderer and kept a 
diary of his doings for the perusual 
of his daughter. He is one of the 
standing proofs in history that in- 
tellectual wealth cannot atone for 
moral bankruptcy.

When thinking of that nature in 
relation to the body we can if we 
please call it soul. When thinking 
of it in relation to the unseen uni- 
verse with which it is plainly con- 
tinuous we may call it spirit. When 
thinking of it as the power to re- 
ceive and organize our daily experi- 
ences and to discover their implica- 
tions we may call it mind. 
The ceaseless interrogations 
of 
what why and whither confront 
every Intelligent mind 
and they

Burke Assures Gramlich 


Action Likely To 


Protect Farmers 


Congress is showing interest in 


proposed leglslaQ>n for the control 
of cocoanut oil importation, Prof. H. 
J. Gramlich of the University of Ne- 
braska college of agriculture has 
been informed by Congressman E. 
R. Burke, Gramlich said Friday. 


Farm groups in all sections ol 


Nebraska have passed resolutions 
asking such importations be pro- 
hibited in order that American ag- 
riculture be protected. "It looks like 
the beel, cotton, hog and other ag- 
ricultural interests are getting to- 
gether on this bill and co-operating 
in an attempt to get some relief," 
Gramlich commented. 
Figures compiled by Gramlich in- 


dicate importations of cocoanut oil 
into the United States are increas- 
ing. During the five month period, 
July 1 to December 1, 1933, they 
amounted to approximately 450 mil- 
lion pounds. During the same period 
in 1932, the importations totalled 
224 million pounds This represents 
an increase of 84 per cent in 1933 
and if carried out during the re- 
nainder of the fiscal year, the 
joundage will reach 1,053,284,000, 
the statistics indicated. 
"In other words, £he cocoanut oil 
imported during the five months 
amounted to the fat produced by 
4Vs million steers or the fat from 
15 million head of 200 pound hogs, 
or 90 times as much butterfat -in 
pounds as Nebraska cows produced 
during the same 5-month period, 
Gramlich declared.

by the chattering of monkeys dedi- 
cated to science, and labored on an 
experiment that 
arouses 
bright 
hopes for eventual victory in the 
fight against infantile paralysis. 


Dr. Maurice Brody of Ottawa, who 
at 30 has a record of brilliant re- 
search behind him, has applied a 
"vaccine of formalized virus" to the 
monkeys with good results in pro- 
tecting them against the 
disease 
that is to blame for more than half 
;he nation's human cripples. 


A long road lies ahead 
before 


science will know whether the new 
development will confer the same 
boon on humankind. But Dr. Wil- 
liam H. Park, famous authority of 
public 
health, 
pronounced Dr. 
Brody's work today a "definite ad- 
vance." 


Dr. Brody. who graduated 
from 
McGill university no longer ago Ulan 
1928. is conducting his experiments 
at Willard Parker hospital under the 
direction of Dr. Park, head of the 
city's bureau of health laboratories. 


The young doctor's method, is to 


take Infantile paralysis virus, a veiy 
deadly infective agent, and treat It 
with formaline, a germ killer, to ob- 
tain the vaccine. 


The monkey experiment is 
its 


final phase. The human phase UPS 
in the future. There are many prob- 
lems yet to be solved. Dr. Brody. a 
dark-haired, polite young man who 
evidently has a horror of the first 
person singular, so carefully does he 
omit the word "I" from his vocabu- 
lary, says merely: 


"It's more or less experimental. 
All we can say is that it's giving 
good results with monkeys."

FARM NOTES 


HASTINGS — Fred G. Johnson 


who has devoted much time to the 
production of Jerusalem artichokes 
and is making extensive plans for 
growing a large crop next year, has 
learned from the Iowa State college 
authorities that the attichoke tubers 
have great possibilities as a source 
of levulose, a form of sugar. 


Levulose is the sweetest and most 
soluble of all the sugars and per- 
haps its greatest potential use is as 
a substitute for the other sugars in 
the diet of diabetics, Johnson said. 


An experimental 
field of arti- 


chokes on the C. W. Foote farm 
shows the crop can be grovfn 
ex- 


tensively and profitably in central 
Nebraska. Yields range from ten to 
twenty tons to the acre. 


The tubers of the artichokes con- 


tinue development after the tops are 
killed by frost, and they usually are 
not harvested until late winter or 
early spring. 


RED CLOUD—C. F. Eshelman the 


1933 Nebraska pig crop champion is 
a versatile farmer. Besides raising 
hogs he keeps a breeding flock of 
chicktns from a well known strain, 
raises some turkeys and does gen- 
eral farming.

SHORTAGE SEEN 


IN SEED CROPS 


Stewart Says Farmers 


Should Arrange For 


Spring: Planting, 


Farmers should be looking around 


for their small grain seed and also 
pasture crop seed for spring plant- 
ing, 
P. 
H. 
Stewart, 
extension 


agronomist here, said Friday. A 
shortage of most seed crops is now 
causing increased demands, he says. 


Particularly is there a shortage of 


sweet clover seed. In addition many 
farmers are now looking for small 
grain seed since their own crop was 
extremely light. More inquiries than 
usual are reaching the agricultural 
college, concerning where one may 
secure the seed, he said. 


The scarcity of sweet clover seed 
is shown in production figures for 
the past few years. The 1933 crop 
was one-fifth smaller than last year 
which was the smallest crop in 10 
years. Only 28 million pounds were 
produced in comparison to 64 mil- 
lion as the five-year average. There 
has been no importation of sweet 
clover seed for 3% years. ' 
Farmers growing red clover seed 


in 1933 produced about 50 million 
pounds or less than the 5-year 
average. The crop returned approx- 
imately $10 per hundredweight to 
the growers. Stewart says there 
have been no imports of red clover 
for 1% years. In contrast 1% mil- 
lion pounds have been exported to 
England. 


In the case of alfalfa seed, the 
extension agronomist says the 1933 
crop of nearly 60 million pounds 
was about average. Imports to this 
country in the last five years have 
been small and the largest exports 
on record have been made to 
France. 
The Nebraska Crop Growers' as- 


sociation is preparing a list of 
growers having certified oats, barley 
and spring wheat for sale. The list, 
not as large as usual due to the 
severe drouth of the past year, will 
be available to all farmers. It will 
describe the 
best 
varieties now 


available and list farmers having 
certified seed for sale. 
Stewart says in buying seed it is 


well to check the purity of small 
grain for such seed may contain 
seeds of small flowered morning 
glory. This pest will produce seed 
in spring grains. 


LINCOLN—Nebraska farmers are 
showing more interest in farm ac- 
count keeping, it was reported at the 
agricultural college here as exten- 
sion workers returned from outstate 
where they have been gathering the 
1933 account books. In Adams coun- 
ty more than 50 farmers have al- 
ready started their 1934 books.

Bryan Writes Ickes.

He said that the federal power com- 
mission is claiming some jurisdiction 
over granting of water rights for 
power purposes in the 
Columbus 
undertaking, but has not sought to 
take such jurisidiction over the 
Sutherland plan. 
Bryan has written to the chair- 
man of the power commission 
at 
Washington, and also to Secretary 
of the Interior Ickes, national pub- 
lic works administrator, to find out 
why authority is assumed in 
the 
one instance and not in the other. 
Until this question is cleared up 
and the state officials are assured 
that the federal government will not 
interfere or attempt to override any 
conditions they may attach to wat- 
er rights in the Platte and Loup riv- 
ers, Bryan indicated no action can 
be expected. 


Criticizes Williams. 
The governor criticised and con- 
tradicted a statement by H L. Wil- 
liams of Gothenburg, president of 
the Sutherland power and irrigation 
district board, for saying that the 
district has all necessary authoriz- 
ation from the federal government 
and only a state permit for dam 
construction and water diversion is 
now required for the work to pro- 
ceed. 


An application by the Columbus 
district, Bryan learned in a recent 
communication from Chairman Mc- 
Ninch of the federal power commis- 
sion, is now pending before that 
body for permission to construct a 
canal across Indian lands in Platte 
county. This has been, referred to 
the commissioner of Indian affairs 
to make recommendations 
as to 
what yearly charge should be made 
for the right-of-way and what con- 
ditions may be essential to protect 
the rights of the tribesmen.

him last Monday, and pleaded he 
would make a "personal Investiga- 
tion" of the affair. 


Twice Before Suspended. 


The chamber previously had been 
twice suspended because of the 
noise in the hall. 
When adjournment came, hund- 
reds of deputies continued to yell, 
slam their desk tops, and rush 
about. 


While the disorder continued in 
the chamber of deputies, the gend- 
armes of Paris made determined ef- 
forts to see to it that the embit- 
tered royalists whom they had bat- 
tled for hours on Tuesday and on 
Thursday were kept away from the 
chamber." 


During the night they had cleaned 
up all possible weapons, such as the 
iron grating guarding shade trees, 
the pieces of wrecked lampposts and 
broken canes.

The premier spoke and defended 
the ministry against insinuation of 
police and governmental corruption, 
but admitted there had been wide- 
spread looseness and "rusty func- 
tioning" of various services. 
Chautemps, in a lighting mood, 
revealed in parliament what he 
said was a coup • d' etat prepared 
three days ago to place the govern- 
ment in the hands of a directory 
of a few men "reputed for their 
energy." 


"Tracts were prepared demanding 
that Prance confide its destiny to 
a directory of a few men," the pre- 
mier said, adding that the men, 
whose names he did not reveal, had 
not bee* consulted. 
Meanwhile the police were busy 
until 
after 
midnight 
scattering 
hundreds of royalists who rioted 
outside the chamber while reverbra- 
tions of the financial- scandal were 
being aired. 
Rioters uprooted trees on boule- 
vards, hurled iron tree guards and 
cafe tables at the police, and threw 
some of them from their horses. 
Thirty policemen and 50 demon- 
strators were injured. 
The Bayonne pawnshop, as or- 
ganized by Stavisky, was a mu- 
nicipal affair and therefore trusted 
implicitly by its patrons who re- 
ceived loans on valuables which 
they presented there. 
The cash for these loans was ob- 
tained through bond issues and po- 
lice say that the bonds not only 
were never redeemed but that 
Stavisky, at the time of his sudden 
disappearance, 
was planning an- 
other issue in an attempt to get 
more money.

grain men were at a loss today to 
explain a sudden jump in com re- 
ceipts on the local market. From 
scattered points, 64 cars were re- 
ceived today, the largest dally corn 
receipts for some time. Receipts of 
corn a week ago today totaled 14 
cars. 
The decline in receipts has been 


steady of late, because of the in- 
creasing volume of corn loan mon- 
ey paid to Nebraska and Iowa 
farmers on corn in cribs on their 
farms. 
"I can't figure out today's In- 
crease," said E. A. Lucke, presi- 
dent of the grain exchange, "unless 
it represents the last corn piled 
on the ground and not in cribs.
